With appropriate ceremony the
completed ornamental lighting sys-
tem of Redondo Beach will be
brought into use on Saturday
night, Jan. 2. There are seven
miles of streets to be lighted up
by one of the best and most com-
prehensive street lighting plans to
be found in any of the smaller
cities of Southern California.
